Grove says she feels she has 
got a tiger by the tail and can't 
turn it loose. 


Mrs. 
Thompson, a grand- 


mother, was referring to her 
job as acting chairman of the 
American Party in Arkansas, 
which she assumed at the par- 
ty's recent convention in Little 
Rock after Chairman Walter 
Carruth of Lexa resigned fol- 
lowing his being nominated as 
the party's candidate for gover- 
nor. 


And Mrs. Thompson said in 


a telephone interview that she 
did not think she would like to 
have the job on a permanent 
basis. She said there had been 
"hints" as 
to whether she 


would like to have the job 
permanently but "I reject it at 
the moment until I find out 
exactly what I'm doing." She 
said there would have to be 
"very 
extenuating circum- 


stances" before she would. 


One of the major reasons she 


did not want the job per- 
manently, she said, is because 
"any organization of this scope 
should be headed by a man." 


Asked if she meant women 


were not equal to men, she 
said, "In many respects they 
are not, ( b u t ) intelligently I 
think they are." 


"I still believe this is a man's 


world," she said. "As a matter 
of fact, I sort of like it that 
way." 


Mrs. 
Thompson, whose hus- 


band, H. L., owns a drug store 
in Holly Grove and is chairman 
of 
the Monroe County 
APA 


committee, said her husband 
would like to have the party 
chairman post but could not be- 
cause he was the only druggist 
in town and could not leave his 
work. 


She said she has been doing 


mostly secretarial work since 
becoming acting chairman and 
has not formulated any plans 
for the elections because "it's 
too soon for that right now 
since we are not having pri- 
'Vnaries."

George Oser, secretary of the 


trustees of the Houston school 
board, said parents by the thou- 
sands objected when the newly 
elected board revealed a minor- 
ity-majority transfer plan which 
in most cases will send children 
to their nearest school. 


"Parents had been driving by 


schools for years, schools that 
were dilapidated but hidden per- 
haps by shrubs or a viaduct but 
were totally segregated. Now, 
for the first time, people are 
realizing the nearest school is 
not the one they want their child 
to attend," he said. 


"At one heated civic club 


meeting where I spoke, a parent 
got up and said, "We drove over 
and looked at Williams School. 
There are open ditches around 
the school and it is in disrepair. 
How can you require us to send 
our children to that school?' "

convention of the United States 
Jaycees. 


Although his theme was that 


"it is time to stand up and 
speak about what is right about 
America,"

not perhaps discussed as frank- 
ly and candidly as it should be." 
After adding that each indivi- 
dual must make a personal con- 
tribution to racial harmony, he 
declared: 


"I believe in the American 


dream. I have seen it come true 
in my own life. But speaking 
also in broader terms, we can 
fulfill the American dream only 
when every American has an 
equal opportunity to fulfill his 
own dream." 


As for the generation gap, 


Nixon said, "it is certainly no 
comfort to me" that "a majori- 
ty of Americans overwhelming- 
ly disapprove of student demon- 
strations and student strikes." 


He said promises to end the 


Vietnam war and, ctea/i up the 
environment 
"will 
not 
he 


enough." He concluded that un- 
less older Americans under- 
stand and honor the fact that 
young Americans "think to 
idealistic and spiritual terms," 
One generation gap will not be 
bridged.

But Allott introduced his pro- 


posal as an amendment to the 
foreign military sales measure 
that has been the vehicle for the 
current debate on the U.S. role 
In Cambodia. 


Under the agreement reached 


Thursday to wrap up the seven 
week Cambodia talkathon, Al- 
lott's amendment will be voted 
on Monday. This eliminates the 
possibility of the extended de- 
bate the Democrats wanted, and 
Allott says his measure will be 
defeated. 


The motives behind Allott's 


amendment drew expressions of 
outrage from the sponsors of the 
original 
proposal. 
"Members 


are offended by these tactics," 
McGovern said after Allott in- 
troduced his amendment. 


The Allott amendment is the 


second GOP attempt to steal the 
thunder of administration oppo- 
nents. 


The Senate Wednesday voted 


81 to 10 to repeal the 1964 Ton- 
kin Gulf resolution which for- 
mer President Lyndon Johnson 
used to escalate the war. 


Should the Republican-spon- 


sored amendment get through 
the House— as now appears like- 
ly—it would give President Nix- 
on a chance to make a symbolic 
gesture of his desire to wind 
down the war. 


It also would lake much of 


the sting out of a separate reso- 
lution repealing the Tonkin Gulf 
measure which administration 
foes had also planned to debate 
at length later in the summer. 


Allott moved shortly after 


agreement was reached for a fi- 
nal vote on the military sales 
measure at 4 p.m. Tuesday— the 
very day President Nixon said 
he would have all U.S. troops 
out of Cambodia. 


While denying they were stall- 


ing, Republicans have managed 
to keep debate going with one 
amendment after another until 
President Nixon had a chance to 
fulfill his pledge that troops 
would be out of Cambodia by 
June 30. 


Two hours before the final 


vote, the Senate will vote on the 
crucial amendment sponsored 
by Sens. John Sherman Cooper, 
R-Ky., and Frank Churchl D— 
Idaho, that would bar use of 
funds to support almost any 
kind of military activity in Cam- 
bodia without prior consultation 
with Congress. 


With the legal significance of 


the Cooper-Church amendment 
somewhat in doubt after adop- 
tion of several amendment to it, 
it is expected to pass handily. 


The key vote now appears to 


be shaping up on the Allott 
amendment with administration 
critics planning to try to table it 
and hold to their intention of 
bringing it up under the Half ield 
and McGovern names later.

Cong Steps 
Up Attack 
on Cambodia

PHNOM 
PENH, 
Cambodia 


(AP) — North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong troops launched a 
new attack on Kompong Speu 
early today. They also imper- 
iled an important supply depot 
at Long Vek, 20 miles north of 
Phnom Penh, and for the first 
time threatened Oudong, site of 
ancient Buddhist 
monasteries 


and tombs 20 miles northwest of 
the capital. 


The attacks marked a contin- 


uance of the pressure which 
Cambodian 
military 
officials 


say has Phnom Penh as the ulti- 
mate objective. 


Meanwhile, the U.S. Com- 


mand in Saigon announced that 
a U.S. Navy escort plane at- 
tacked gun positions deep inside 
North Vietnam Thursday after 
the guns fired on a reconnais- 
sance aircraft the Navy plane 
was escorting. 


The attack 15 miles northwest 


of the coastal city of Vinh and 
about 155 miles northwest of the 
demilitarized zone was the first 
such reported since May 25. 


"There was no damage to 


U.S. 
aircraft," the command 


said. It gave no assessment of 
damage 
to the North Viet- 


namese positions. 


Since the U.S. bombing halt 


over North Vietnam on Nov. 1, 
1968, U.S. planes have continued 
to fly reconnaissance missions 
over the North with armed es- 
corts. The Pentagon said in May 
American planes had been fired 
upon and had returned 
fire 


more than 60 times, and nine 
planes have been reported shot 
down. 


The 
Cambodian 
military 


spokesman said 
North Viet- 


namese and Viet Cong forces at- 
tacked barracks and a provin- 
cial military headquarters at 2 
a.m. today at Kompong Speu, a 
provincial 
capital 
30 
miles 


southwest of Phnom Penh. Gov- 
ernment and South Vietnamese 
forces recaptured the city in a 
major battle 10 days ago. 


Kompong Speu is on the only 


highway open between Phnom 
Penh and Kompong Som, Cam- 
bodia's chief port and the site of 
its only oil refinery. The spokes- 
man said the road was still open 
to small cars but not to the big 
fuel trucks that bring oil and 
gas to the capital. 


The spokesman said the fight- 


ing at Long Vek was threaten- 
ing a large warehouse complex 
which American foreign aid pro- 
vided before the United States 
and Cambodia broke diplomatic 
relations in 1963. That battle 
also closed the highway to Bat- 
tambang in northwestern Cam- 
bodia, the 
country's 
second 


largest city. 


There were no details on the 


clash at Oudong, one of Cambo- 
dia's most beautiful cities. More 
fighting 
also 
was 
reported 


around Siem Reap, near the an- 
cient ruins of Angkor. Other 
Cambodian troops were said to 
be moving toward the provincial 
capital of Kompong Thorn, 80 
miles north of Phnom Penh, 
where the situation was report- 
ed quiet following several days 
of intermittent fighting.

can afford to leave it out of 
his bidding equipment. 


Like any useful gadget it 


can be abused. Thus, there 
are certain rules for Black- 
wood use that you should 
e n d e a v o r to follow reli- 
giously. One is not to use it 
with a void or with a worth- 
less doubleton in an unhid 
suit. Another is not to use it 
unless you know e x a c t l y 
what you will do depending 
on how many aces your part- 
ner shows you. 


South had every right to 


bid again after his partner's 
jump to four spades since 
they were playing this bid as 
a good hand. 


His choice of Blackwood 


four no-trump was a very 
bad one. He had a worthless 
doubleton in clubs. He had 
complete plans for what to 
bid if partner showed one 
ace. He couldn't know what 
to do if North showed two. 


Six spades fell by the way- 


side in a matter of seconds. 
West o p e n e d the jack of 
clubs and the defense took 
the first two tricks. 


Nothing can touch six dia-

was too much for Angel Mar- 
tinez, who had not tasted ice 
cream in the past year because it 
was considered too much of a 
luxury food item in the depths of 
a 
boll-weevil 
depression. 


"After attending the mission 


church for the first time on 
Sunday afternoon, I went back 
Sunday night expecting more ice 
cream, but instead an old man 
opened the Bible and preached a 
sermon the like of which I had 
never heard before. 


, "Heittalked .about how to,be' 
saved. 
I left the meeting con- 


fused, but concerned. 
I went 


back Monday night, Tuesday 
night and again Wednesday 
night. By then I was intensely 
concerned. The preacher recited

3 : 1 6 . 


"That did something to my 


heart. 


"I left my seat, hurried to the 


front and told the preacher I 
wanted to be saved. 
I was 


thrilled and humbled. When my 
mother and father learned I had 
accepted Christ in the Baptist 
mission, they literally went to 
pieces. For the next two months 
I was a 'stranger' in my own 
home. 


"In September, two months 


after my conversion, I was asked 
to preach my first sermon.

MIAMI (AP)—Team selectors 


for the Orange Bowl football 
classic admit playing an annual 
numbers game and it's usually 
the national collegiate poll that 
decides who'll play New Year's 
Day. 


"When fans began paying so 


much attention to football polls, 
we took notice," said Jack Bald- 
win, chairman of the bowl's 
selection committee. 


"Sure, we think about the guy 


in 
Duluth 
or 
Seattle but 


we bear down to get the teams 
that rate best, no matter what 
others might think." 


Only once in the past seven 


years has the Orange Bowl 
booked a team out of the Asso- 
ciated Press' top 10. That was 
for New Year's Day 1967 when 
it overlooked Florida's unranked 
status in favor of having Heis- 
man Trophy winner Steve Spur- 
rier in the event. 


The Orange Bowl Committee 


depends so strongly on AP rank- 
ings that it has tabulated the 
comparison with other 
New 


Year's classics, using a point 
system to decide which game 
was best at grabbing Top Ten 
teams. 


Guess who won out? That's 


right, the Orange Bowl. 


The point system revealed 


that the Miami offering did the 
top job of signing ranked col- 
lege elevens, the Rose Bowl in 
Pasadena was second, Dallas' 
Cotton Bowl third and the Sugar 
Bowl in New Orleans fourth. 


The Orange Bowl's 14 entries 


since 1964 have included two No. 
1-ranked teams, three ranked 
No. 2 and one rated third. The 
top outfit was Alabama both 
times, in 1965-66. 


The Rose Bowl—which auto- 


matically takes its teams from 
the Big Ten and Pacific Eight 
conferences—has twice had the 
top-ranked team, had No. 2 once 
and the third-rated team twice. 
Its No. 1 pickoffs were Southern 
Cal in 1968 and Ohio State in 
'69. 


Dallas' 
classic has 
also 


grabbed off two No. 1-ranked 
teams, both times it was Texas 
(1964 and 1970) and the Long- 
horns came automatically as 
Southwest 
Conference 
chamf 


pions. The Cotton Bowl has also 
attracted two No. 2 teams and 
two that were ranked third in 
the seven-year period. 


Sugar Bowl people have been 


less fortunate pollwise with not 
a single No. 1 team in seven sea- 
sons and the New Orleans game 
picked up just one school in the. 
top five in that period—third- 
rated Alabama in 1967. 


Television ratings by the Neil- 


sen company showed that the 
Cotton Bowl demanded the larg- 
est viewing audience.

were 29 million sets tuned to 
Dallas while the Rose Bowl 
lured 27 million and the Orange 
Bowl 25.6 million.

Currently we are getting the 


returns from the 1970 population 
census — and many are the 
complaints about a "short 
count." 


Cities big and small profess to 


feel frustrated because'the 1970 
census shows them to have made 
little or no gain since 1960. Up to 
now we have measured urban 
progress largely by chamber of 
commerce standards. But these 
are changing times — and our 
local census figure is no longer 
the all-important standard of 
human well-being that it once 
was. 


My town of Hope and its neigh-

frontline is still continuing," 
said Damascus Radio shortly 
after noon.

Syrian antiaircraft fire tore a 


three-foot hole in the wing of an 
Italian DCS jetliner as it flew 
31,000 feet over Damascus, but 
the plane made a safe landing 
in Beirut and none of the 104 
persons aboard was hurt. The 
Syrian hit, believed to be a mis- 
sile, punctured a fuel tank con- 
taining more than 100 tons of 
aviation kerosene and knocked 
out the two port engines. Mem- 
bers of the crew said it was a 
"miracle" they were able to 
reach the Lebanese capital.
